The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) a separator for an electric double layer capacitor, wherein the 
separator consists only of an ultrafine fibrous aggregate prepared by an 
electrostatic spinning process and heat-treated at 160°C or higher and a mass 
per unit area of the separator is 1 to less than 5 g/m 2 .
